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MAY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.19 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  May  1966,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4,19  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of  7.4 
cents.  The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight  marketing 
service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $4.19  price  for  May  1966  is  35  cents  below  the  April  1966  price,  but 
52  cents  above  the  May  1965  price.  The  decrease  from  April  was  due  to  the 
"Louisville  Plan"  set-aside  for  May  of  approximately  $0.39;  1/3  of  which  will  be 
returned  to  producers  in  each  of  the  months  of  October,  November,  and  December. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  20,943,968  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 

market  during  May  1966  of  which  15,722,015  pounds  or  75%  was  utilized  in  Class  I 

by  13  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  11.5%,  and  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  down  11.0%  from  April  1966. 

CLASS  I PRICE  FOR  JUNE  $4.93 

In  accordance  with  an  amendment  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Federal  Order,  effective 
April  10,  1966,  the  Class  I price  for  June  cannot  be  less  than  the  April  1966 

price  of  $4.90.  Computation  of  the  June  price  under  the  unamended  provisions  of 

the  Order,  however,  resulted  in  this  higher  Class  I price,  as  follows:

CLASS  I PRICE  HEARINGS 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  conducted  four  regional 
hearings  during  the  past  week  at  which  testimony  was  presented  by 
representatives  of  dairy  farmers  and  other  interested  parties  in  regard  to 
the  appropriate  level  of  Glass  I prices  for  the  months  of  July  through 
December  1966,  The  dairy  farmer  representatives,  in  requesting  these  hearings, 
had  stated  that  present  or  potential  shortages  of  milk  in  their  areas  and 
in  general  throughout  the  nation  required  emergency  action  to  avert  these 
shortages .
